WHEREAS, such Ordinance was adopted pursuant to Authority 
granted in Article VII, Section 3, the Constitution of the State 
of Florida and Section 196.1995, Florida Statutes, and Palm 
Beach County Ordinance No. 94-21 known as the “Economic 
Development Ad Valorem Tax Exemption Ordinance of Palm Beach 
County, Florida"; and 

WHEREAS, AstralTech Americas, Inc. has failed to maintain 
the expansion of existing business as defined in Ordinance No. 
94-21, as amended, throughout the five (5) year exemption period 
as required by Ordinance No. 95-20; and 

WHEREAS, AstralTech Americas, Inc., has failed to file 
annual reports to the Board of County Commissioners and to 
furnish additional information requested by Palm Beach County as 
required by Ordinance No. 95-20; and 

WHEREAS, Ordinance No. 94-21 authorizes revocation of an Ad 


Valorem Tax Exemption for failure to continue to meet the

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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

section 1 LALELE 

This Ordinance shall be known as the “Economic Development 
Ad Valorem Tax Exemption Ordinance - AstralTech Americas Inc. - 
Revocation of Exemption". 

Section 2, ENACTMENT AUTHORITY: 

Ordinance No. 94-21 empowers the County to revoke Economic 
Development Ad Valorem Tax Exemptions should any entity awarded 
an Ad Valorem Tax Exemption fail to file an annual report or any 
other report required or fail to continue or meet the definition 
of a new business or an expansion of a existing business. 
Further, Ordinance No. 95-20 empowers the Board of County 
Commissioners of Palm Beach County to revoke, pursuant to 
Section 9 of Ordinance No. 94-21, as amended, the exemption 
granted therein. 

ection REVOCATION OF EXEMPTION/RECOVERY O JND 

The Board of County Commissioners hereby revokes the Ad 
Valorem Tax Exemption granted by Ordinance No. 95-20. Such 
revocation shall be effective December 31, 1997.
